AN ISRAELI treads carefully in 
West Beirut this week, not just 
because it is stillin good measure an 
enemy camp. 

Our national conscience lies 
buried there somewhere in the 
debris, bruised or whole, waiting to 
be dug out and examined. The 
auspirulions of the Lebanese and 
Palestinians lie there too — 
smashed, liberated or re-oriented.

This lusty city is normally no 
more mystic than the smell of 
laundered money.

West Beirut has survived three 
months of sir caids and shelling 
astonishingly intact. There is exten- 
sive destruction in the Palestinian 
quarters and in areas where the 
Syrian army was dug in.

THE BUSINESS of Beirut is 
business and on Humra Street, the 
main shopping streel, workmen are 
busy restoring plate glass windows 
and repairing damuged shutters. 
The owner of a fashionable men's 
clothing store, closed since June, 
says he hopes to be open for 
business in a week. He is optimistic. 
“After eight years of war, Beirut is 
still here and the Lebanese pound is 
still strong. In a few months, the city 
will be rebuilt." 

The wealthy quarter of Ramlat 
Baida by the seashore has been 
badly hit. A concierge sits in front 
of an empty apartment building 
whose upper six.storeys have caved 
in at the year, “The engineer says it 
will cost 8 million Lebanese pounds 
{almost $2 million) to make 
repairs," he says. “Everyone is 
waiting to see if the government or 
someone will give money.” There 
were some 80 families in the 
building, but all had fled during the 
war. 

Across the street are bombed-out 
Syrian vehicles, including a tank. 
“We had Syrian soldiers in the base- 
ment of our building. They had 
mortars there. They would take 
them out, fire them and take them 
back down. The Syrians were in all 
the buildings around here." 

The basement ‘is a garage and 
there are still mattresses and other 
signs of the Syrian presence, There 
is also a targe hole in the roof under 
the garden where air force bombs 
pursued the Syrians below ground. 

“'m a Moslem,” says the con- 
cierge, “but I think the Israclis are 
very good. They fought the Pniesti- 


nians and Syrians and not us, When 
the Syrians left they robbed alf the: 
apartments of gold, televisions und 
everything else. hey needed 10 
trucks." 

On the next street, a family is en- 
joying the open air outside the base- 
ment shelter in which they spent 87 
days, they are playing cards or 
eating on bridge tables in the shade. 
The other six families in the 
building had teft for Europe and 
Cyprus when the shooting started. 
The family is Christian but they like 
the Palestinians — “They were very 
good people and they fought very 
well” — and distrust Jemayel. “Lf he 
embraces the Moslems and says 
‘You are ny brothers’ then there 
will be peace,” says the father of the 
family. “But if he wants to be Nero, 
the city will burn.” The Isruelis? 
“They bombed everything, not just 
the Palestinians. “How would you 
feel about them?™ 

It will take a Jong time before 
feelings in West Beirut work them- 
selves through, Its residents have 
passed through something awesome 
— eight years of seething conflicts 
suddenly brought to a cathartic end 


* by a terrible thunderbolt thrown at 


them out of the sky, They have not 
even seen the people who threw 
that thunderbolt, and can only 
speculate about their intentions.

: Such a name ia Phoenicia, calling 
i < up visions of trade in luxury goods, 
Υ in a day when men were few and the 
: world's treasures numerous. 
Whether one reads the Bible or 
the Greek classics, the name recurs, 
again and again, and it is always as- 
sociated with jewels, carved ivory, 
exotic animals, spice and incense, 
silks and perfuntes. 
Lebanon, or as the ancients cal- 
Jed it, Phosnicia, lies along the 
north-eastern coast of the Mediter- 
ranean, in the fertile areas that 
border on the sea, It was peopled by 
a nation who lived with their faces 
to the sea, and who saw before them 
borders “‘in the. heart of the sea" 
, (Ezekiel 11:7). They were excellent 
i traders, fierce and courageous war- 
τς rfors, and outstanding artists and 
craftsmen. 

The nvountains of Lebanon.are 
“ noted for their bountiful snows, 
bringing abundant water to the 
plains below und filling the un- 
derground escrvoirs during. the. 
spring thaw, The word Lebanon 
boa probably derives from favan (white). 
ΗΝ From these high hills a vantage 
point is gained; al a height of 3,000 
metres above sea-level, it is possible 
to see for vast distances — on one 
side as far as Damascus, on another 
well into Israel and on still another, 
ΝΣ ὦ all the coastal area of Lebanon. 
ἘΝ Due to heavy rainfall and lofty 
. elevation, the mountains of 

Lebanon are thickly forested with 
cedar, cypress, fir, oak and many 
other trees. In ancient times this 
area was @ source of timber, for 
neighbouring countries which used 
their wood for the building of 
houses and ships, The Phoenicians 
also made exquisitely carved panels 
of cedar, for temples, palaces andi 
‘homes. At lower elevations 
deciduous fruit trees abound. 

Between the crests of these 
ranges lies the ‘Bekan Valley, 
where the Litani River flowa, 
wending its way some 160 km. to the 
sea. The waters of the Litani are 
stored at a rate of some 500 million 
cubic metres a year, in Lake 
Karoun in the southern part: of the 
valley. A second river, the Orontes 
el Assi, flows northwards over a 360 
‘km, stretch and is collected into 
Lake Antioch and two amaller 
lakes, the Homs and Amik. 

The Bekua Valley is an ideal area 
for agriculture, and is a heavy 
producer of vegetables, cereals, 
grapes and olives.

The ships of the Phoenicians also 
plied 4 route to Spain where silver 
iron and lead were mined, and as far 
away as the British Isles where zine 
was smelted. 

But not only the raw and Tefined 
materials of the world formed the 
cargoes that enriched the maritime 
traders. No less important was the 
slave traffic. The Phoenicians 
became the manpower suppliers of 
the Mediterranean, dealing in both 
eg a and baitle-captured 
alaves, 


THE PHOENICIANS were poor in 
natural resources but wealthy in 
material possessions. One must 
make a clear distinction between 
locally produced goods and im- 
ported wares, and between the raw 
materinis produced ut home and 
those brought from other places, 

The wealth of the Phoenicians 
was founded in the days of the 
kingdoms of Tyre und Sidon and 
was based on their vast inter- 
national sea trade. They were the 
Most oustanding sea traders of their 
time and Ezekiel (11:7) refets to 
them as “salesmen to the world.” 

According to Ezekiel the Phoeni- 
cians developed four areas of trade 
that formed the base of their local 
economy; the first was ship- 
building, oar carving, sail and r 
making and the smelting of metals. 

The second: production of dyes 
of blue and purple from local shell- 
fish and of wool and silk thread for 
embroidery. 

Third was fishing along the coast 
and fourth, the international trade 
in luxury items such as perfumes, 
spices, precious stones, fine metals, 
and textiles, animals and slaves. 

They had a monopoly in some of 
these activities, particularly the” 
production of dyes which was 8 
carefully kept secret; and the shell- 
fish from which the dyes were 
produced were constantly under 
guard. Ξ 
The purple or “argaman” dye was 
80 rare and expensive as to be 
almost beyond price and many of 
the ancient kingdoms passed lows 
prohibiting those not of royal blood 
from wearing garments dyed with 
this precious colour. It is from this 
that the terms “bor to the purple” 
and “royal purple” were derived. . 

The same is true of “royal blue’ 
deriving from the dye called 
“thelet,” also. produced from Β΄ 


‘local mollusc. This dye has come 


down to us in tradition as the blue 
trim of religious articles for Jews 
and the vestments of the virgin in 
the Catholic Church.

Ot iffcull το duplicate because 
my mother is 8 magnificent cook 
and the East European cuisine of 
Jerusalem can be quite different 
from that of the U.S, In fact, it is 
hard to find any good East European 
Jewish food at all in Jerusalem, 
although Tel Aviv has quite a 
number of such restaurants. 

| was therefore happy to see an 
advertisement announcing the 
opening of ἃ new restaurant, Gan 
Hamaadan, at 18 Rehov Malchei 
Yisrael, not far from Mea Shearim. 
It is kasher lemehadrin, with kashrut 


. certificates galore and in fact, my 
‘ companion and I were the only ones 


there without hats, although we 
were not made to fee! unwelcome 
on that score. 

A few years ago, this was the site 
of another restaurant which started 
out fairly well but soon deteriorated 
into the most dreary of eating 
places, The new one, perhaps to 
wipe out this image, has its entrance 
around’ the corner. 

The decor was a bit garish to my 
taste, but one at least had the 
impression that there was somicone 
doing his utmost to make it a lux-

ful, Friendly, without being overly 
so, and very quick and professional. 


1 BEGAN my meal with chicken 
soup and kreplach. This, in asense, 


- is a testing point for a restaurant. It 


is certainly easier and cheaper to 
throw a cube into water and add 
frozen kreplach, but it isn't the 
same thing. Here, 1 am happy to 
say, the soup was rich and tasty, As 
for the kreplach, they had a liver fil- 
ling, which I have not had in years 
and which I enjoyed very much. 

My companion was a little less 
lucky with the gefilte fish, made in 
the Polish rather than the Litvak 
style, although not unbearably 
sweet. But the major drawback was 
simply that it had been made with 
too much bread. The fish was 
served without horseradish sauce, 
but this was brought immediately 
upon request. [ might add that for 
those who prefer a stuffed slice of 
carp, this too was available. 


FOR THE MAIN course I chose 
the tongue in gravy, but I'm afraid 1 
found it rather insipid, Perhaps | have 
become too used to hot Middle East 
seasonings, but though the tongue 
was adequate, it was not out- 
standing. With it 1 had good roast 
potatoes and carrots, which were 
listed on the menu as being cooked 
with prunes. Alas, 1 found nary a 
prune and the carrots themselves 
were rather overcooked, 

My companion, on the other 
hand, did very well, having ordered 
(against my advice) a medium-rare 
steak. The meat was very good, 
tender and cooked just the right 
amount, I must admit I was very 
pleasantly surprised. By way of 
ethnic compensation, he chase side 
dishes of kishke and noodle kugel. 
The latter, one of three kinds, was ἃ 
fairly solid mass made with fine 
noodles and a seasoning which in- 
cluded both sugar and pepper, 

The waiter, well on the way to 
becoming a real Jewish waiter in the 
traditions of Second Avenue, 


despite his youth and his Yemenite 
origins, was not content to simply 
take the plate away, “Wasn't the 
kishke ‘good?"" he asked with con- 
cern. In fact, it was excellent, but 
there was too much of it. 

For dessert I wanted something a 
bit lighter and ordered the fruit 
salad, again to be pleasantly sur- 
prised with a dish of finely-chopped 
fresh fruit well seasoned. My com- 
panion chose a gooey cake, encased 
in marzipan, from the adjacent 
bakery. That, too, was good. 

The Turkish coffee was made by 
someone who obviously knew what 
he was doing, but | am sorry to say 
that the tea, although served with a 
slice of lemon, came in a cup and 
not in a glass.

CHICKEN SOUP with kreplach is, 
of course, the traditional beginning 
to the pre-Yom Kippur meal for 
anyone with an East European 
background. This is, incidentally, 
the only time in the year that 1 ap- 
prove of that otherwise insidious 
custom of cooking a chicken in the 
soup and then browning it in the 
oven. For a pre-fast meal, your food 
should be bjand. 


Still, if you do use the chicken for 
your soup, add al least a few pieces 
of veal foot to give more strength. 
Start cooking the veal foot with the 
usual carrots, onions, celery, 
parsicy and bay leaves about half an 
hour before adding the chicken. 
Remove the chicken when it is just 
done, rather than waiting for all the 
flavour to be extracted. 

As for the kreplach, simply make 
a usual noodle dough by using bvo 
scant cups of flour and half a tea- 
spoon of salt to two eggs. If you're a 
beginner in the art of noadle- 
making, you might find it necessary 
to add a few teaspoons of oi) and a 
little water to make the dough 
workable. Knead the dough well 
and roll it out thin. 

For the filling, I generally use 8 
litle chopped meat, fried with 
onions, but the idea of using liver is 
very appealing. If you buy a fresh 
chicken, grill the liver and cook the 
gizzard in the soup. Then chop both 
and mix them with fried onions, salt 
and pepper. 

Cut the dough into squares and 
pul the filling’ in the centre, sealing 
the edges with a finger dipped into 
water. Press the edges wilh 4 fork to 
make sure they are sealed. Cook the 
kreplach in the soup just before the 
meal, giving yourself about a 
quarter of an hour until they are 
done. o

‘THE MOST obvious criticism of 
Miles Forman’s Ragtime is that it 
falls short of E.K. Doctorow's 
novel. Michuel Weller’s script has 
done its best to squeeze the con- 
tents of that large canvas of 
Americana into a more or less con- 
ventional storytelling shape, which 
isn't the best upproach to this kind 
of material. After all, it wasn’t just 
the events that, counted in Daoc- 
torow’s book, but the unusual way 
in which they were presented. 

An equally Jegilimate criticism 
would be that, because of the 
modifications, the churacters hive 
lost some of their dimensions and 
the stories have no space Lo breathe 
in —they ure rushed to their climax 
before they can really gather steam. 

And then, if one wishes to de tru- 
ly didactic, one could point out that, 
some characters have become 
plainer, poorer, others have disap- 
peared altogether, and the finale 
has been abbreviated, diminishing 
its universal scope. 

Of course, it is doub(ful if any 
film could do justice to Doctorow's 
novel. This complex literary work, 
which carefully unfolds several 
parallel, apparently unconnected, 
plots, only to lead them all, gradual- 
ly, towards each other and to in- 
(erweave them in what could easily 
be termed the American ex- 
perience, supplies enough material 
for at least a dozen movies. 

In what is seemingly an un- 
adorned, factual report, Doctorow 
crams a multitude of events, 
describes every class and milieu in 
early 20th-century America, [rom 
the comfortable bourgeois to the 
destitute immigrants, from black 
ghettos to sybaritic dens. He shows 
all these different people living on 
the same continent and reacting to 
each other, and [dllows the violence 
and the: stupidity, as well as the 
idealism and stubbornness which 
are the basic components of life in 
America. 

Affecting a sort of Brechtian dis- 
{ance from his charactes, Doctorow 
describes the most moving events in 
8 cool, off-hand manner, dwuys us- 
ing the third person, never quoting, 
as if he refuses to be identified with 
anything or anybody, possibly 
because he. identifies with 
everything and éverybody. 


IT MAY be argued, ns sume indeed

IN ONE respect at least, Forman is 
close to Doctorow’s approach, 

+ They both start from individuals, 
not from the background, and work 
their way towards the general pic- 
ture. Also, both Doctorow and 
Forman prefer to dea! with normal, 
unexceptional people; they are put 
in exceptional situations, true, but 
they are not endowed with the for- 
midable heroic attributes of, say, 
the characters in Reds, who seem to 
be bigger than life. 

For the first half hour or 80, 
Forman even manages lo stay close 
to Doctorow. He juggles the dif- 
ferent stories without giving any 
obvious preference to any of them. 
There is the beautiful chorus girl 
Evelyn Nesbitt, whose fiusband, 
Henry K. Thaw, the mad scion of a 
decadent millionaire clan, kills her’ 
former lover and proudly looks 
around, expecting to be applauded 

for his manly deed. Then we have 
Father, Mother, Son, Grandfather, 
and Younger Brother, all respec-. 
tably bourgeois, sitting around. the 
dining, table in New Rochelle, bless- 
ing their food plously before they 
-eat. There is also Coalhouse Walker 
Jr. applying for a job as a ragtime 
pianist in a night club, and there is;

in the Jewish reserve of Hester 
Street. 

Then things start to develop 
precipitately, Younger Brother 
loves Evelyn Nesbitt. She discovers 
Talcli culling paper silhouettes on 
the sidewalk, to make a living, Her 
husband's family bribe her to per- 
jure herself to save the poor heir's 
neck, by proving he is insane. 
Father and Mother find a tiny little 
black baby on their back porch, and 
the police bring in the black girl 
who has left it there, and both are 
taken in by the charitable family. 
And Coalhouse Walker comes to 
visit soon after, proudly introducing 
himself as the father of the child. 

Now the delicate balance 
between the different plots begins 
to be lost, while the main thrust - 
towards what is to become the con- 
verging point is pursued in a most 
determined fashion, Coalhouse 
Walker is attacked by a gang of 
supid, vulgar and half-drunk 
volunteer firemen, who destroy his 
most prized possession, a Model T 
Ford he has just bought. Walker de-- 
mands justice, and, from this point 
on, the story becomes almost ex- 
clusively his. all the rest becoming 
of secondary importance. 


THIS IS WHERE Forman'’s evident 
talent comes into action, Doc-

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(Cantinued from page K} 
plicated peuple; one realizes the 
power of film and its need to depart 
from literary models if it wants to 
transmit its messages successfully 
and succinctly. 

After seeing the film, one can un- 
derstand why a script by the author 
of the novel was found both excel- 
Jent and unsalisfactory by Forman. 
Excellent reading but not a film 
script, not (ext to work with bul 
another novel, If you have already 
rend the novel, try forgetling it 
before you go to the film. At least, 
bear it in mind that this is no jl- 
lustration of a literary work. 

There are numerous examples to 
expose the difference between the 
two. Take Father, for instance. 
Doctorow deseribes him at length 
as a bustion of American propriety, 
a righteaus man who is in charge of 
his household and business, who 
knows the difference between 
right and wrong, und who besides 
everything else displnys a true 
American spirit of adventure by 
joining expeditions to faraway 
places, such us the North Pole. leav- 
ing his factory in the hands of his 
wife’s Younger Brother, who is his 
employee, ὁ 

All this might have taken a Jong 
lime to show on screen, and 
Forman, with all the production ac- 
countants breathing down his neck, 


yet couldn't Tord it. So miny detuils 
in Father's character remain un- 
exposed. Yet, this imposing figure, 
whose authority nobudy doubts, 5 
put in an embarrassing situation 
here and there, and his prestige is 
undermined surreptitiously. He 
becomes an almost grotesque 
figure, a symbol of pomp und other 
features of a bygone world, when 
suddenly, in the last sequences, he is 
brought in to mediate between the 
law and the rebellious Coulhouse, 
who has taken over the J.P. Morgan 
Library, and his stature us a man of 
real principles, with real feelings 
and reil fears, comes out clearly 
just by the way he stands, by the 
way he talks to the self-styled ter- 
rorists, by the worried look in his 
eyes, So a character who, on paper 


- might appear to have shrunk, blos- 


soms before our eycs. 

The sume could be said of almost 
every character here: Mother, who 
hehind silk and velvet shows real 
steel, without ever once stepping 
out of her role as wife and mother; 
Younger Brother, whose torlured 
eyes have no rest even when the 
body and mind seem to be well at- 
tuned to the world around him; 
Evelyn Nesbitt, a combination of 
passion and innocence, a trooper at 
heart who might appear to have sold 
her soul for money but turns out to 
be disgusted enough to throw all of 


jt — or almost all of it — away. to be 
rid of the filthy rich (and for once 
this is really meant literally) that she 
doesn't even put up a fight for il; 
Walker [τὸς the piano player who 
reads scores so well that the whiles 
think he can't read, that he just hap- 
pens to know them by heart, whose 
happy outbursts in the first half of 
the film turn into determined 
grinmness as he sets out to right the 
wrong done to him by white 
hoodlums, even if it takes a lifetime 
to do so, and even if life is the price 
he has to pay for it. 

Being an actor's director, 
Forman elicits some of the finest 
Performances any of the cast has 
ever given. Without these perfor- 
Mances, many of the parts would 


have been senseless. Mary Steen- , 


burgen does a beautiful job as 
Mother, a delicate, brittle female 
who won't break and who knows ex- 
actly what she wants, 


BRAD DOURIFF has no problems, 
with Younger Brother, the anxiety 
having somehow been implanted in 
him tong ago by director Forman in 
One Flew Over the Cuckoo's Nest. 

James Olson, rarely seen these 
days, imparts a grave thoughtfulness 
to Father, 

Howard Rollins is absolutely bril- 
liant as the black musician with a 
chip on his shoulder the size of a 


Model T, and so is Elizabeth 
McGovern, as Evelyn Nesbitt. 

And you'd better believe they are 
good, because Forman builds his 
entire film on them, their reactions, 
the way they stand, sit, look and 
talk, These are his main tools and 
any false step would throw the en- 
tire machinery out of gear. Which 
doesn’t happen here. 


THEN WE HAVE Forman's two 
casting coups. The first was lo have 
James Cagney come out of retire- 
ment to play the Chief of Police, a 
part that was beefed up to have him 
personify law and order in America. 
The second was to have novelist 
Norman Mailer, a born actor who 
has spent too much time off stage, 
play the dissipated playboy 
murdered by Nesbitt's husband. 
For Cagney, being in front of the 
camera comes as naturally as 
breathing. His quiet confidence, his 
rounded personality and his pur- 
posefulness have made every part 
he has played immediately iden- 
tifiable with him. “One doesn't tell 
Cagney what lo do, one just points 


the camera at him," said Forman. - 


As for Mailer, he somehow ap- 
pears to be typecast as ἃ philanderer 
admired by the ladies, and he ob- 
viously enjoys it. 

One could go on singing the 
praises of cameraman Miroslav 


Ondricek, who has bi i 
Forman from the beginning, bast 
Czechoslovakia — not only for the 
beautiful shadings he extracts from 
colours, and the Hexibility of his 
work, but also for his Correct 
reading of everything that is written 
on the human face, his ability to 
find the right balance’between these 
faces and their surroundings, thus 
creating the right compositions 19 
serve Forman’s purposes, 

Praise is ulso due for the art direc. 
tion and the sets. Stomu Yamashta’s 
score is more of a problem, exaui 
ly sensitive one moment, and then 
inviting the strings to gush all over 
the place in the best Mantovani 


᾿ tradition, for God knows what pur. 


pose. 

But one thing is clear. Taking an 
entirely different road, Forman 
finally reaches the goal intended by 
Doctorow. Both men paint a nation 
whose strength lies mainly in the 
variety of its species; both suggest 
that although the events occur in 
1906-14, the lessons to be learned 
are as valid today as they ever were, 

The film and the book simply use 4 
different language, Who does it bet- 
ter? The answer depends as much 
on the reader/viewer as on the 
works themselves, Maybe there is 
no need (o compare them and one 
should enjoy each on its own 
terms. oO

TELEREVIEW / Philip Gillon 


| WAS THRILLED by the speed 
and brilliance with which the board 
of directors of the Brondcasting 
Authority, under the inspired 
leadership of Aharon Pupo, rallied 
to the defence of Avshalom Kor, 
the former journalist who had 
reported on the opinions of his col- 
leagues to Chief of Staff Rafael 
Eitan. Poor Kor had appeared last 
week on Ram Evron's Now & the 
Time show, and had been inter- 
rogated so severely by Evron that he 
had emerged as 8 spy, a sneak, a 
toady, a betrayer of his comrades, a 
knifer-in-the-back and a menace to 
free journalism and a free society. 

It is proof of how effective an in- 
terviewer Evron is that even now, 
despite the board's valiant defence, 
many people may still retain the 
same oplnions about Kor. For in- 
stance, he was ousted by the Jour- 
nalists’ Association: I know of no 
move to reinstate him. 

Some years ago, the board had a 
problem, similar to that now 
presented by Evron, with Yaron 
London, and they were compelled 
to consign him into outer darkness 
because of the opinions he may 
have held. 1 am delighted that he 
has now made his way back on lo 
our screens, 

He seems to have reformed; he is 
certainly giving no hint of deviating 
from the correct line. His hairline 
has receded somewhat, which may 
account for his having become so 
mellow and bland that he is rather 


like # horseradish that has stood so 
long on the shelf that it has fost its 
power to assault the palate. 
Nevertheless, even if he does not 
excite hot passions any more, he is 
still a polished and pleasant inter- 
viewer. 


THIS WEEK London's show was 
devoted to the cultural contribution 
of the Yemenite Jews to Israet dur- 
ing the last century. Great emphasis 
was naturally placed on their love 
and skill in song and the dance, and 
the influence on our lives of their 
performances in these happy arts, It 
was with dismay that I learned that 
no descendants of the early 
Yemenites are preserving their 
ancestors’ skills in silversmithing, 
embroidery and filigree work; but I 
suppose such delicate and laborious 
arts cannot survive in competition

The Yemenites certainly made a 
great contribution to Israel, Some 
people may think that they blotted 
their copybook by giving us a cer- 
tuin woman right-wing politician, 
who appeared on screen in a charm- 
ing dress and sporting a rare smile.

one of his admirers — President 
Yitzhak Navon, leader of the ap- 
pusition Shimon Peres or Jcrusalem 
Mayor Teddy Kollek — will insist 
on the lady's producing chapter, 
verse and detailed proof that the 
remark was really made by Ben- 
Gurion. 


MANY YEARS have passed since | 
reud John le Curré’s The Louking- 
Glass Wg, und I had completely 
forgotten the plot when | subjected 
myself to the punishment of 
watching the film last Friday night. 
At the best of times, even when I 
remember the books, | find le Carré 
films hard to follow, with so many 
Englishmen becoming traitors for 
no apparent reason. (As, of course, 
happened in reat life among British 
spies from the so-called upper 
classes.) 

This movie was the most in- 
comprehensible of the lot, Perhaps I 
was supposed to have held a mirror 
up fo the set, and watched the show 
in the glass. Certainly I felt as if 1 
had wardered like Alice into a 
world that was the wrong way 
round. My impression is that the 
spymasters sent that poor foreign 
bloke to his death just to titillate the 
tired blood ἰὴ their veins with feel- 
ings reminiscent of how they had 
felt in World War Il.

But in the production of televi- 
sion films, the British are still 
peerless.

" EVERYTHING you may have 
Tourister « 


heard about Twyla Tharp — that 
her choreography is “tops” when 
she is good, ‘'childish"* if not, and 
generally “controversial” — was 
proven rue at the Binyenei Ha'uma 
(September 5) when her company 
made its debut for the Israel 
Festival. One could be intensely in- 
lerested in the performance she 
elicited from her dancers, byt one 
could hardly get emotionally in- 
volved in it. 

Tharp’s approach to dance in the 
four works on the programme — all 
created in the early ‘70s — is highly 
cerebral. Her attack soon became 
recognizable, even if not predic- 
table. 

At times the routine was a parody 
of itself and full of gimmicks of 
movement. The main virtue was an 
exploitation of new twists, twirls, 
swinging, shimmying, and new kinds 
of leg and arm circling. : 

Only in The Bix Pleces (music: Bix 
Biederbecke and Haydn) was there 
a discernible intellectual drift, made 
clearer by a fine explanation. given 
by a male member of the cémpany 
in Tharp's name, indicating that her 
aim was the same, but different, use 
of the body's capabilities. 

What didn’t emerge from the 
other works was any indication of 
more than technical exploration. 
The jokes were well worn, such as 
pretending to be hurt in a swift mo- 
tion in the Rags Sulte (music Scott 
Joplin and Mozart) or, in Eight Jelly 
Rolls (music: Jelly Roll Morton) 
someone being drunk, yet dancing 
with cunning skill. : 

The dancing was engrossing 
throughout, —. sleek and smooth, 
jerky and jumpy, often with amaz- 
ing speed and agility.. The eight 
splendid dancers were loose-limbed 
or -taut as springs, moving with 
grace or throwing themselves into 
| reverse, They all deserve mention: 

Tom Rave, Jennifer Way, Raym 
Kurshala, Shelley Washington; 
Christine Uchida, John Carrafa, 
Katis Glasner, Amy Spenser. (Ap- 
perealy. Tharp herself’ didn't come.) 
In The Fugue, the three men had

IF THE Caesarea amphitheatre had 
been planned as a setting for the 
first section of Kei Takei’s program- 
me on September 2, it could not 
have been more striking. 

The programme was presented by 
her own company “Moving Earth” 
from New York, the Kibbutz Dance 
Company and Workshop and, the 
choreographer herself, 

In the rather misty air of sunset, 
three figures appeared — Kei 
Takei and two male partners — rose 
and fell in slow motion. Suddenly 
one became aware of figures against 
the distant walls and emerging from 
behind boulders, Kei Takei was us- 
ing the entire panorama for the 
many-layered creation she calls 
Light. 

After that the dancers appeared 
on two levels of stage and urena and 
finally grouped themselves xround 
the three figures with a rising and 
Talling pulse. This was dance move- 
ment.(Parts 5 and 6 of Lighr) like no 
other — and perhaps the same 
could be said of the other portions 
of the programme, but Stonefields 
(Parts 11 and 12) were rather dreary 
by comparison. 

The small stones used on the 
floors of stage and arena may have 
thelr message in a theatre, bul here 
they looked insignificant against the 
magnificent scene. The relentless 
rhythm of movement facked the 
tense quality of the first section. 

The last act (Part-15) introduced a 
‘different drive, but was more 
grolesque than gripping, Beings 
were gradually covered with strange 
growths while a single figure beat on 
sticks and shook branches until they 
-all were averwhelmed — even those 
who made an attempt at construc- 
lion, carrying sprouting poles, 

Then the single figure sang a 
Japanese song — the nearest that 
the - performance came to music.

The 
Phoenicians, on the other hand, 
although capable of putting up a 
fierce fight to defend their ships or 
their bases of power, were able tu 
accept their subjugation with easy 
and good-humoured grace. 

From archeological findings it is 
clear that as early as 4,000 BCE 
Semitic tribes had settled in Syrin 
and along the coast of the Mediter- 
ranean. In the western sector there 
were settlements of Amorites, while 
the Egyptians controlled the coastal 
towns sand the Phoenician east 
because of their interest in the 
timber of Lehauon and the metal 
mines. 

In the [2th century BCE the sea- 
going nations had guined contral of 
the inland mea as well and strong 
ties were furged between Isreel and 
the kings of Tyre and Sidon. 

In the [lth and Ith centuries 
BCE, king [david and his successor, 
King Solomon, made both commer- 
cial and diplomatic arrungements 
with Hiram, bing of Tyre and his 
successors, 

Hiram and Sulomon together set 
up a fleet at Ezion-Gever in the aren 
of Eilat. This fleet, the “ships of 
Tarshish," was for commerce in 
perfumes, incence precious stones, 
metals and exotic animals and birds, 
competing with the successful 
Egyptian trading fleet in supplying 
these luxuries, 

In the 9th century BCE the 
Hebrew house of Omri forged 
strong ties with their northern 
neighbour und Ahab, son of Omri, 
married the now infamous 
Jezebel, daughter of King Eth-ba’al 
of Sidon. According to the Bible it 
was this alliance that was responsi- 
ble for the fall of the house of Omri. 

From the 8th to the Ist centuries 
BCE tHe Persians controlled the 
areas of Tyre and Sidon, their in- 
terest being the trees of Lebanon as 
timber sources and the control of 
the coastal routes along the shores 
of the Mediterranean. 

The Persians also used the area as 
a staging ground for the invasion of 
Greece, in ships munned by Phoeni- 
cian sailors from Tyre and Siden, 
Later the Greeks gained and held 
control in order to confine the 
Phoenicians to the Mediterranean 
and to assert their own dominance 


| over the seus at large. The Greeks al 


thal time were on their way to con- 
quer Persia, Asia Minor and india. 

After them, the Romans conirol- 
led the coast of the Medilerranean, 
in order to grain ascendancy in the 
luxury trade from Persia and China, 

Next came the Byzantines, and it 
was they who halved Phoenicia into 
two stales, Phoenicia Prima in the 
west, and Phoenicia Seconda, with 
the capital in Damascus. 

Actually, this had little effect on 
the Phoenician system, for 

.Phoenicla was always a group of 
city-states, each with it's own local 
ruler, and the peoples around the 
cities were loyal to their local king. 
Only under the Persians was any 
real altempt made at federation and 
this was the loose connection 
formed between Tyre, Sidon and 
Awad. 

No national system of govern- 
ment was ever tried, nor could it 
have been. There was never any real 
sense of political unity that would 
have so bound them. 


Phoenicia never fell, as did so- 
many of the empires of the ancient - 


world; instead, gradually, over the 
centuries, it evolved jnto the trade- 
oriented Lebanon oftoday. ©

KARL-WLADIMIR, Prince ot 
Leiningen, greut-greut-grandson of 
Queen Victoria, son of Maria, 
Grand Duchess of Russia, the 
daughter uf Grand Duke Cyril, the 
cousin of Nicholas ΠΠ who was Vic- 
toria's son-in-law, if [ have this 
glimpse of the geneology straight — 
has been living in Galilee for over 
0 years, doing work which A.D. 
Gordon, the philosopher of the 
nobility of labour, could only ap- 
prove of. 

Prince Karl, 54, whose former 
wife — now remarried and living in 
America — is the daughter of King 
Boris IL] of Bulgaria and the grand- 
daughter of Victor Emanuel IL] of 
Htaly, lives and works at a small 
guest house where the food is 
famous and the horses’ premises are 
more beautifully kept than those of 
many commoners. Among his 
duties is cleaning out the stables, 
which are very far from Augean. He 
also goes down once a week to the 
markets of Tiberias to buy provi- 
sions for the guest house, and is a 
familiar figure in town. 

τ Though 1 have heard acquain- 
tances claim he has a “somehow dif- 
ferent bearing,” nobody in the fish 
market or among the onions knows 
that Karl, as he is companionably 
called, grew up in a fairy-tale castle 
in southern Germany. Εἰ is managed 
today, in line with age-old tradition, 
by the eldest. son (Karl is the se- 
cond). Prince Phillip visits regularly 
for boar-hunting. 

“Karl first arrived in Israel in 1971, 
and spent his second afternoon here

The search for roots is, for 
which escape me, a very 
reenable pursuit these days. The 
descendants of nobility, as dis- 
{inguished from those of us who are 
merely descended from Adam, 
don't have to search at all: _their 
great-uncles are all right there inthe 
history books, and their problem 
may be the opposilc one, of disen- 
tangling thenselves from their roots.

Indeed, Professor Lewis's knack 
for making whal threatens to be the 
most boring stuff a real pleasure to 
read has seldom beet: demonsirated 
80 forcefully as in this book.

The next three chapters deat with 
“median and intermediaries’; the 
languages used for communication, 
travellers, merchants, diplomats, 
spies and others, and goes on to sur- 
vey briefly the image of Western 
Europe as reflected in Islamic 
scholurship. The third: and lust 
group of chapters (VI-XI) are 
devoted tv specific topics — 
religion, economic matters, govern- 
ment, literature and the arts, people 
and soviety, 


THE REAL burden of The Muslin 
Discovery of Europe however lics in a 
question which its reader is bound 
to ponder. 5 

While West Europeans were busy 
discovering the world of Islam, the 


Moslems themselves cid very little 
indeed to discover Eurape. 
The result was that, by the 
end of the 8th century, 
Europeans hid already amassed at 
rather impressive literature on 
Islam and its domain (some 70 
books on Arabic grammar. 10 
Arabic dictionaries, and a number 
of Persian and Turkish grammar 
books and dictionaries). In sharp 
contrast, nol a single grammar or 
dictionary of any Western language 
existed cither in manuscript or in 
print that an Arab, Ὁ Persian or a 
Turk could use. 

Why this discrepancy? Why this 
difference of attitude of the two 
societies towards one another? 
Professor Lewis makes much of the 
apparent dispurity in the respective 
leyels of intellectual curiosity in the 
two cultures. 

He finds it remarkable that, 
despite the long confrontation of 
Islam and Christendom across the 
Mediterranean, there should have 
been “such a camplete lack of in- 
terest and curiosity among Moslem 
scholars about what went on 
beyond the Moslem frontiers in 
Europe." 

To be sure, (here wits an intensive 
movement of transhition of Western 
works into Arabic, mainly from the 
Greek; but the busic efiterion of 
choice in this field was “usefulness” 
rather than detched svientitic 
curiusily — usefulness being under- 
βίσοι! not in a narrowly utilitarian 
sense but also in the sense of enahl- 
ing men to attain felicity and hap- 
piness. 

Nevertheless, there was no al- 
tempt to trunslate Greek poetry, 
drama or history — which wus 
rather understandable since, as the 
author himself points out, literature 
is a personal and culture-bound ex- 
perience. 

Professor Lewis also reminds us 
that during almost five centuries, 
from the great Arab Conquests to 
the close of the 11th century, the 
Moslem world wus a great, self- 
contained civilization, a centre of 


seienees and the arts stretching (rom 
Spain lo the Middle East, while 
Eurepe wis slumbering in the Dark 
Ayes.
